While subject to change, it was learned 
authoritatively that they will stand as 
already approved unless the unexpect- 
ed occurs. The details of the trip were 
laid befoire the administration's strat- 
egy hoard in the White House" Thurs- 
day night. 


Leaving here about June 20, or per- 


haps a few days earlier, Mr. Barding 
will go West to tine - Pacific coast, 
making- set speech, each dealing with 
but at single subject, in St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City, Denver, Salt Lake, either San 
Diego or Los1 Angeles or both, San 
Frajicisco, Portland and Seattle. There 
he will board a naval vessel for Alaska, 
and alter completing his visit there, 
will return South either on the same 
vessel or a navy transport. 


Instead of swinging back through the 


Northwest, -as originally planned and 
as many of his advisors urged, making 
another series of speeches on the way 
to Washington, the President -will sail 
down the West Coast to the Panama 
Canal and back to Washington, making 
the trip by water.

"A six-year-old boy in Schenectady, N.,Y., 'disappeared, and 


for-three days a nation of 100,000,000 people was deeply con- 
cerned about his fate. He was lost, which was bad enough. 
He ~was thought to have been kidnapped, .which was worse. 
The tug on human heartstrings was irresistible. There are 
few stronger appeals to public sympathy than that. The nation 
rejoiced accordingly when the lad was found and restored to 
his mother. 


If, instead of being spirited away suddenly and lost from the 


sight of parents and friends,, that lad had been plunged into 
industrial w.ork, the bloom taken from his childhood, his mind 
and body stunted and a healthy, nomal, happy American life 
rendered^forever impossible—but all done gradually, with due 
observance of established procedure—perhaps nothing would 
have been said about it. 


Tens of thousands of children, some of them no older than 


the little Schenectady boy, are undergoing such an industrial 
kidnapping at this very moment, with the law's permission. 


Gas Consumer Profits. 


This is usually the season for increases in the price of gaso- 


line, but genuine over-production of crude petroleum, largely 
due to the 700,000 barrels a day output of the California fields, 
is working to the advantage of the-automobile driver. 


The problem of .storage is always a vexing one to oil pro- 


ducers, inasmuch as crude, when once out of the ground, must 
be stored in steel tanks. This costs money, and the average 
producer prefers to throw his surplus on the market for what- 
ever it will bring. Today, although gasoline consumption is at 
the peak, there are 1,200,000,000. gallons in storage at re- 
fineries, while the crude already available is equal to more than 
five months' demand at current rates.
